To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Washington  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Washington  on  Tuesday,  the  second  day  of  March  next  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon.  The  polls  will  open  at  10:30  a.m.  and  not  close  before 
4:30  p.m.  to  elect  Town  Officers.  The  following  articles  will  be  acted 
upon: 

Article  1.  To  elect  by  nonpartisan  ballot  a  Town  Clerk,  Town 
Treasurer,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one  Selectman  for  two  years, 
Road  Agent,  Tax  Collector,  Auditor,  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief,  one 
Trustee  of  the  Library  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds 
for  three  years,  and  any  other  Town  Officers.  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  Absentee  Voting  of  Town  Officials  as 
prescribed  in  RSA  60:31-39  by  referendum  item  on  the  nonpartisan 
ballot. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $711.69  and  accept  State  Aid  of  $4,744.71  for  Town  Road  Aid. 
The  total  to  be  used  as  a  setoff  against  the  payment  of  one  Faxon  Hill 
Road  long  term  note. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  operation  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the  en- 
suing year  and  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Special  Highway  Projects  in  the  ensuing  year  and 
take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  transfer  to  Capital  Reserve  for  Permanent  Bridges. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  defray  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  support  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  and  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  for  a  workshop  addition  to  the  Town  Garage,  subject  to  the 
availability  of  land,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  three  (3)  dry  hydrants:  one  at  Millen  Lake, 
one  at  Washington  Lake  Estates,  and  one  on  the  Marlow  side  of 
Ashuelot  Pond,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  support  of  the  Shedd  Free  Library  for  the  ensuing 
year. 
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Article  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  transfer  to  Capital  Reserve  for  the  Library  Building  Fund. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  its  membership 
in  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $251.00  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  annual  operating 
expenses  of  the  council. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  as  a  donation  to  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  agrees  to  participate  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  by  directing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  com- 
plete the  eligibility  application  and  submit  the  required  information  to 
the  Federal  Insurance  Administration. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  following 
resolution  concerning  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program: 

RESOLUTION  A 
WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  the  Town  of  Washington  are  subject  to 
periodic  flooding  from   STREAMS,    RIVERS,    LAKES,    ETC.,    causing 
serious  damage  to  properties  within  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  federally  subsidized 
flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act  of 
1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require  the 
recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in  all  official  actions  relating 
to  land  use  in  the  floodplain  areas  having  special  flood  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land  use  and 
control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  New  Hamp- 
shire RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156  and  156A. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Town  Meeting 
hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends  to 
enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  defined  flood 
hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with  effective  en- 
forcement provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section 
1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Board  of  Selectmen  with  responsibility,  authority  and 
means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in 
delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood  hazards  on 
available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to  identify  the  location  of 
building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may  request 
concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  floodplain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  federal,  state,  and  local  agencies  and  private 
firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and  identify  floodplain 
areas,  and  cooperate  with  neighboring  communities  with  respect  to 
management  of  adjoining  floodplains  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of 
existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's  initial 
eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the  progress  made 
during  the  past  year  within  the  community  in  the  development  and 
implementation  of  floodplain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Permit  Officer  (Board  of  Selectmen)  to 
maintain  for  public  inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of 
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elevations  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including 
basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures  located  in  the 
special  flood  hazard  areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or 
more  sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be 
recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its  powers  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the  program. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  Build- 
ing Permit  Ordinance  by  adding  thereto  the  following  provision  to 
be  applicable  only  to  the  ''Special  Flood  Hazard  Area"  as  designated 
by  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration; 

1.  The  Building  Permit  Officer  (Board  of  Selectmen)  shall  review 
all  building  permit  applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial 
improvements  to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be 
reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a 
location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any  proposed  new  construction  or 
substantial  improvement  (including  prefabricated  or  mobile  homes) 
must  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and  anchored  to  prevent  floatation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure,  (ii)  use  construction 
materials  and  utility  equipment  that  are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  and 
(iii)  use  construction  methods  and  practices  that  will  minimize  flood 
damage.  (RESOLUTION  B-l) 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  members  of  the 
Planning  Board,  instead  of  their  being  appointed  as  at  present,  as 
permitted  by  the  1975  session  of  the  General  Court  in  RSA  36:4.  If 
adopted,  the  election  would  take  effect  at  the  next  annual  Town 
Meeting. 

Article  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  add  to  the  Old  Home  Day  Fund  for  the  observance 
of  the  1976  Bicentennial,  August  6,  7  and  8,  or  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  match  the  grant  of  $1,000.00  received  from  the 
N.H.  American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Commission  toward  the  reprint- 
ing of  the  Town  History  as  a  project  of  the  Washington  Bicentennial 
Committee,  and  an  additional  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  complete  the 
reprinting  by  the  Town  History  Committee,  provided  the  entire  amount 
is  returned  to  the  Town  when  the  histories  are  sold  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  continue  improvements  at  the  "New" 
Cemetery. 

Article  22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  continue  the  preparation  of  a  Town  Tax  Map 
required  by  Chapter  426,  Laws  of  1971. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto. 

Article  24.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
investigate  heating  the  second  floor  of  the  Town  Hall  and  to  see  what 
action  will  be  taken  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to 
auditing  Town  books,  commencing  with  the  books  of  1977. 
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Article  26.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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SHEDD  FREE  LIBRARY 
REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN  AND  TRUSTEES  1975 

Circulation  from  the  3,755  books  and  130  recordings  in  the  Library, 
and  the  1,927  books  from  the  Bookmobile,  totaled  5,200.  With  an 
official  population  of  364  this  results  in  a  per  capita  circulation  of  14.3 
compared  to  the  latest  (1974)  average  of  5.6  among  the  217  public 
libraries  in  New  Hampshire,  and  we  believe  this  shows  we  really  use 
our  library.  We  also  support  our  library  well  at  a  per  capita  rate  of 
$10.39  compared  to  the  latest  (1974)  state  average  of  $4.43  for  the  same 
217  public  libraries. 

Many  of  the  220  books  added  during  the  year  were  donated,  and 
these,  plus  many  paperbacks  that  were  popular,  as  well  as  the  books 
given  for  the  August  Book  Sale,  were  greatly  appreciated.  The  Building 
Fund  totals  just  under  $8,200  including  $1,000  in  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  with  $1,844.75  including  over  $300  in  interest  added  during  the 
year.  Aluminum  combination  doors  and  a  glass  transom  were  installed 
to  reduce  heating  costs. 

Two  Book  Meetings  in  Newport  and  a  Book  Sale  in  Hanover  were 
attended  by  the  librarian  and  some  trustees.  Other  trustees  went  to 
conferences  in  Wolfeboro  and  Waterville  Valley,  and  they  sent  a  dele- 
gate to  meetings  of  the  Southwest  District  Advisory  Council  of  the 
Statewide  Library  Development  Program.  All  trustees  are  members  of 
the  N.H.  Library  Trustees  Association  and  one  serves  on  its  executive 
board.  On  January  2,  1975  Shedd  Free  Library  received  a  certificate 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Commission  for  meeting  the 
standards  and  qualifications  under  the  Statewide  Library  Development 
Program. 

The  trustees  received  a  final  bequest  of  $3,374.96  to  add  to  the 
$8,358.00  received  in  1974  from  the  estate  of  Greta  J.  Smith  of 
Hillsboro  to  give  a  total  of  $11,732.96  in  the  Harriet  M.  and  Fred 
Eugene  Jones  Memorial  Fund.  The  income  is  received  quarterly  from 
the  Town  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  helps  meet  expenses  of  the 
library  and  is  much  appreciated. 

During  the  year  51  books  were  borrowed  through  interlibrary  loan 
from  Portsmouth,  Keene  State  College,  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
Hanover,  Newport,  and  Manchester  libraries.  Town  reports  for 
1955-1974  were  bound  in  two  volumes  and  Tubbs  Union  Academy 
catalogs  for  1849-1855  were  bound  in  one  volume  for  reference.  Two 
bronze  Bicentennial  medals  were  imbedded  in  plastic  and  a  copy  of  an 
1892  map  of  the  town  given  by  Ronald  and  Grace  Jager  was  framed  for 
display. 

The  library  is  open  Monday  and  Wednesday  from  1:30  to  3:30  in 
the  afternoon  and  from  7  to  9  in  the  evening  and  everyone  is  welcome.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils,  the 
Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several 
deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The 
town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and 
adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or 
city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all 
open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires 
can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining, 
without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  forest 
fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  per- 
mission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service, 
assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training 
the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in  wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making 
hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at  50  percent  of  cost, 
supplying  pieces  of  federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  50  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire 
prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for 
distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire 
Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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TOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 
1975  Report 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  every  month  except  June  and  held  eight  special  meetings.  Robert 
Niven  resigned  February  11  for  personal  reasons  and  Hilbert  Cofield 
was  appointed  in  his  place.  Joseph  Masellis  resigned  October  6  after 
Mr.  Cofield  had  been  appointed  a  Selectman,  and  James  Pratt  was 
appointed  to  the  Board. 

At  the  March  4  town  meeting  the  Town  authorized  the  Board  to 
prepare  Subdivision  Regulations,  so  Robert  Ward,  Regional  Planner  of 
the  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  met  several  times 
during  the  seven  meetings  the  Board  spent  adapting  the  Commission's 
Model  Subdivision  Regulations  to  the  Town's  requirements.  On  July  24 
a  Public  Hearing  was  held  on  the  proposed  Subdivision  Regulations  and 
some  changes  were  suggested.  Since  there  was  a  question  that  some 
interested  people  might  not  have  seen  the  notices  of  the  hearing,  it  was 
adjourned  to  August  12  to  allow  further  suggestions.  At  their  August  28 
meeting  the  Board  considered  their  changes  and  adopted  the 
regulations  and  directed  Robert  Ward  to  have  final  copies  printed  for 
signing.  On  October  5  the  Subdivision  Regulations  were  signed  by  the 
Board,  effective  October  6,  when  the  required  filings  were  made  with 
the  Register  of  Deeds  and  others  as  required  by  N.H.  Statutes.  It  was 
later  voted  that  a  fee  of  $2.00  would  be  required  if  requests  for  the 
31 -page  Regulations  were  requested  by  other  than  those  wishing  to 
subdivide. 

John  Tweedy  applied  October  14  for  approval  for  his  subdivision  of 
6.64  acres  which  had  not  been  completed  prior  to  October  6.  It  was 
determined  to  be  a  minor  subdivision  and  after  a  Public  Hearing  held 
November  11  it  was  approved.  At  the  meeting  on  the  same  date, 
Richard  Griffith  appeared  for  Raymond  Bjorkman  for  approval  of  the 
subdivision  of  Lot  35  in  Washington  Lake  Estates  which  also  had  not 
been  completed  prior  to  October  6.  It  was  considered  to  be  four 
annexations,  and  while  Board  approval  was  not  required,  it  was 
mutually  agreed  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  Town  and  the 
subdivider  if  it  was  approved  and  this  was  done  December  1.  On 
December  8  a  mylar  plat  of  Roy  Davis'  subdivision  for  the  Post  Office 
Building  was  signed  to  meet  the  legal  filing  requirements  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds,  since  the  special  exception  and  variances  for  the 
construction  had  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  before 
October  6. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board  the  Selectmen  appeared  to  dis- 
cuss the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  and  asked  the  Board  to  get 
data  and  information  regarding  flood  hazard  boundaries,  etc.,  as  a 
preliminary  to  presenting  the  program  to  the  Town. 

Robert  Ward,  the  Regional  Planner,  was  consulted  and  he  brought 
the  warrant  article  Lempster  used  in  their  adoption  of  the  program  and 
they  were  adapted  to  Washington's  requirements.  After  review  by  the 
Town's  legal  counsel  they  were  given  to  the  Selectmen  for  action  at  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  held  September  16,  where  they  were  not 
adopted. 

The  question  of  solid  waste  disposal  which  required  much  of  the 
Board's  attention  last  year  was  tabled  in   March  when  the   date  for 
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discontinuance    of   open    burning    of   dumps    was    postponed    by    the 
Legislature. 

The  Board  continued  to  meet  during  1975  with  the  Bicentennial 
Committee  to  assist  in  planning  the  August  6,  7  and  8,  1976 
Bicentennial  Celebration.  They  attended  12  regular  monthly  meetings 
and  a  special  one  in  March.  They  participated  in  three  public  meetings, 
one  February  22  where  "brainstorm"  ideas  were  sought,  one  on 
August  2  to  report  progress  on  the  program  and  ask  for  more  ideas, 
and  one  on  September  13  when  the  Town  received  its  certificate  as  an 
official  Bicentennial  Community  and  was  presented  with  a  flag  from  the 
American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Commission  which  it  could  now  fly. 
The  details  of  the  work  of  this  joint  group  of  10  people  will  be  reported 
by  the  Bicentennial  Committee. 

While  the  Planning  Board  has  no  direct  handling  of  funds  since 
their  expenses  are  paid  from  Town  funds  and  the  fees  they  collect  go 
into  the  Town  funds,  we  will  mention  the  general  figures  involved,  and 
the  exact  ones  will  be  found  in  the  Town  Report.  Fees  for  subdivision 
approval  —  $40.00;  for  copies  of  Regulations  —  $6.00.  Payments 
included  photocopies  and  postage  —  $6.74,  newspaper  notices  — 
$36.70,  60  sets  of  regulations  for  public  hearing  —  $99.00,  500  sets  of 
final  regulations  (cost  of  paper  only)  —  $99.00,  Suilivan  County 
recording  fees  —  $57.60. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  meetings,  the  Board  worked  on  Warrant 
Articles  to  help  the  Selectmen.  At  present  the  Board  meets  the  second 
Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the  Selectmen's  office  at  7:30.  All  meetings 
are  posted,  and  all  are  open  to  the  public.  It  is  your  Planning  Board 
and  we  are  trying  to  serve  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  but  we  hope  you 
realize  that  Planning  Board  duties  today  require  a  good  deal  of  time, 
patience  and  work.

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REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION  DIRECTORS 
1975  Report 

The  Town  continued  its  membership  in  the  regional  planning 
commission  now  organized  and  named  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee 
Council  and  contributed  $209  as  the  Town's  share  of  the  annual 
operating  expenses. 

Each  town  has  two  directors  on  the  47-member  board  and  Philip 
Barker  and  Preston  Rolfe  were  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  represent 
Washington.  Philip  Barker  resigned  because  of  many  other  meetings  he 
had  to  attend  and  James  Pratt  was  appointed  as  of  November  10  to 
take  his  place. 

There  are  20  member  communities  plus  three  from  Vermont  in  the 
larger  organization.  In  our  subregion,  the  Lake  Sunapee  Regional 
Planning  Commission  has  24  directors  from  the  12  towns  of 
Washington,  Acworth,  Croydon,  Grantham,  New  London,  Newport, 
Lempster,  Springfield,  Sutton,  Sunapee,  Unity,  and  Wilmot.  The  larger 
regional  budget  is  about  $100,000  and  our  subregion's  is  about  $64,000. 
Funds  come  from  federal,  state  and  town  sources. 

Our  town  share  of  the  expenses  for  next  year  is  $215  at  the  rate  of 
69  cents  per  capita  for  our  1975  official  population  of  364,  up  from  the 
1974  population  of  304.  Your  two  directors  attended  all  10  meetings 
held  in  1975,  eight  in  Newport  and  two  in  Lebanon.  Also  two  workshops 
on  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  held  in  Newport.  They  are 
allowed  mileage  but  receive  no  other  compensation. 

The  services  the  Town  received  were  far  in  excess  of  the  $209 
dues.  They  included  for  Subdivision  Regulations,  a  model  to  follow, 
conferences  and  help  from  the  Regional  Planner  in  adapting,  revising 
and  printing  our  own  regulations;  advice,  information,  model  warrant 
articles,  and  two  workshops,  on  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program; 
continuing  information  and  help,  studies  and  advice,  on  solid  waste 
disposal  problems,  and  one  director  attended  two  workshops  on  the 
Bicentennial  and  Historic  Preservation  and  toured  the  Old  Courthouse 
restoration  in  Newport. 

We  urge  the  Town  to  continue  membership  and  to  appropriate  the 
$215  dues  for  1976  as  a  good  investment  in  planning.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  HISTORY  COMMITTEE  1975 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  Ronald  and  Grace  Jager  were 
working  on  the  Town  History  and  the  committee  assisted  in  any  way 
they  could  to  get  information  as  they  directed.  Someone  made  the 
suggestion  that  to  have  a  complete  new  history  it  should  have  the 
account  of  the  August  6,  7  and  8  Bicentennial  celebration  in  it  so  it  was 
decided  to  have  it  come  out  December  13,  1976,  the  exact  day  of  the 
anniversary,  after  checking  with  the  publishers  that  it  could  be  done. 
Then  in  order  to  have  a  book  out  during  the  celebration  it  was  decided 
to  reprint  the  old  history  as  we  had  many  inquiries  if  that  could  be 
done,  and  also  the  Bicentennial  Committee  was  considering  a  project  to 
get  a  $1,000  matching  grant  for  reprinting  the  old  history  as 
Bradford  had  done.  So  it  was  decided  to  have  a  reprint  come  out  July 
1,  1976  so  it  would  be  available  on  the  August  dates. 

The  chairman  was  delegated  to  see  printers  and  get  costs  and 
dates,  and  schedules.  As  a  result,  on  August  22  an  agreement  was 
signed  with  the  Village  Press  of  Concord,  who  had  printed  Warner's 
new  history  recently,  to  deliver  1,000  copies  of  a  400-page  history  with 
100  photographs  and  three  maps,  6x9,  hardbound,  copy  due  June  1, 
1976,  last  chapter  due  August  20,  1976,  delivery  of  completed  book 
December  13,  1976,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $10,350  with  payment  due 
March  13,  1977.  The  committee  plans  to  mail  flyers  May  1,  1976 
announcing  a  Bicentennial  Special  Prepublication  price  of  $15  until 
September  1,   1976,  a  prepublication  price  of  $18  from  September  1, 

1976  to  December  13,  1976,  and  the  price  after  that  date  to  be  $21  if 
there  are  any  left.  All  prices  include  postage  and  handling.  In  this  way 
it  is  expected  most  of  the  money  will  be  available  to  pay  the  March  13, 

1977  bill,  but  if  there  isn't  enough  the  committee  will  ask  for  an 
appropriation  at  the  March  1977  town  meeting  and  pay  it  back  as  soon 
as  the  books  are  all  sold. 

Meanwhile  the  Bicentennial  Committee  applied  for  and  received 
the  $1,000  matching  grant  from  the  N.H.  American  Revolution 
Bicentennial  Commission  toward  the  reprinting  of  the  old  history,  and 
the  Selectmen  signed  an  agreement  December  first  for  the  Town  as 
represented  by  the  Bicentennial  Committee  and  the  History  Committee 
with  the  New  England  History  Press/N.H.  Pub.  Co.  of  Somersworth, 
N.H.,  who  have  reprinted  many  New  Hampshire  town  histories,  to 
reprint  the  1887  History  of  Washington,  600  copies,  four-page  forward, 
hardbound,  for  $6,680  including  3,000  flyers  and  600  dust  jackets,  to  be 
delivered  July  1,  1976.  Payment  schedule,  25%  of  $1,720  at  signing, 
$1,720  on  or  before  March  15,  1976,  $1,720  when  proofs  are  approved 
and  the  balance  when  books  are  ready  for  binding.  Flyers  for  the 
reprint  are  scheduled  to  be  sent  out  about  May  1,  1976,  by  the 
committee,  announcing  the  776-page  book  at  a  prepublication  price  of 
$15  to  July  1,  1976  and  after  that  date  a  price  of  $18  to  September  1, 
1976  and  $20  thereafter.  Prices  include  postage  and  handling.  It  is 
expected  many  will  order  before  July  1st,  leaving  some  available  for 
those  who  wish  to  get  them  during  the  August  6,  7  and  8  Bicentennial. 
The  New  England  History  Press  will  mention  our  reprint  in  their 
catalog  which  has  a  circulation  of  over  12,000  and  provide  mailing  lists 
of  over  1,000  book  stores,  historical  societies,  etc.  which  will  help  sell 
the  books.  With  the  balance  available  plus  the  $1,500  appropriation  last 
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year  the  committee  thinks  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  will  provide 
enough  money  to  finance  the  books.  And  these  funds  are  only  loans  as 
they  will  be  paid  back  to  the  Town  from  the  sale  of  the  books.  Any 
"profits,"  the  committee  has  decided,  will  reimburse  the  Jagers 
expenses,  since  they  did  not  receive  the  second  grant  that  they  had 
originally  expected  due  to  curtailment  of  the  grant  funding,  so  their 
original  idea  of  a  history,  in  this  case  two,  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  will 
be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  books  also.  The  committee  still  meets 
monthly  and  works  on  gathering  material  for  the  writers.

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REPORT  OF  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 

Since  last  Town  Meeting,  the  Bicentennial  Committee  has  held  a 
meeting  the  third  Monday  of  each  month  and  has  also  held  three 
special  meetings. 

Alan  Goodspeed  has  resigned  from  the  committee,  being  replaced 
by  Emily  Swenson.  Hilbert  Cofield  has  replaced  Joseph  Masellis  as  our 
representative  from  the  Selectmen.  James  Pratt  has  replaced  Hilbert 
Cofield  on  the  Planning  Board,  who  had  replaced  Robert  Niven,  who 
resigned. 

Our  commemorative  medals  have  been  received  and  are  selling 
very  well.  Two  hundred  silver  medals  were  ordered  and  have  all  been 
sold  except  for  numbers  1  through  10  and  76  and  100  which  are  being 
saved  for  auction.  Also  number  200,  which  is  being  imbedded  in  lucite 
and  will  be  presented  to  the  town  along  with  a  bronze  medal  showing 
the  obverse  side  and  a  pewter  medal  showing  the  reverse  side.  Seven 
hundred  fifty  bronze  medals  were  ordered  and  500  pewter  ones.  Each 
medal  is  accompanied  by  a  pamphlet  with  a  brief  history  of  the  town  of 
Washington. 

Various  jewelry  items  are  available  to  hold  the  commemorative 
medals.  Also  wooden  nickles,  bumper  stickers  and  buttons  are 
available. 

Our  Bicentennial  plates  are  available  and  are  selling  well.  We  have 
had  some  difficulty  in  getting  these  plates  shipped  to  us  but  have 
finally  received  them. 

Plans  are  being  made  to  have  a  "Time  Capsule"  planted 
somewhere  on  the  town  common.  This  would  be  a  cement  vault  with 
various  commemorative  items  in  it. 

A  set  of  flags  was  purchased  for  inside  the  town  hall.  Bennington 
flags  have  been  purchased  and  one  was  donated  to  us  by  our 
representative,  "Doucette  Enterprises."  Bunting  has  been  ordered  for 
decorations.  Several  shrubs  have  been  planted  around  the  various  town 
buildings  and  flower  beds  are  being  improved.  Flower  tubs  were  sold  to 
people  to  improve  the  looks  of  their  homes  at  the  time  of  the 
Bicentennial.  Stenciling  these  tubs  proved  to  be  quite  a  problem. 
Stickers  will  be  distributed  to  people  who  bought  these  tubs.  These 
stickers  can  easily  be  tacked  into  place  on  the  tubs. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  the  parade,  part  of  which  will  be 
under  the  theme  of  "Evolution  of  Time  and  Equipment." 

A  letter  is  being  sent  to  different  organizations  inviting  them  tc 
have  a  booth  if  they  desire. 

Children's  activities  are  being  planned  for  Friday  afternoon  with 
the  main  feature  being  a  balloon  ascension.  A  rodeo  will  also  be  held 
from  10:30  a.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  Friday  on  the  Y-field. 

Fireworks  will  be  conducted  Saturday  evening  at  the  Y. 

Our  food  committee  is  having  a  little  difficulty  in  setting  up  a  food 
schedule.  It  seems  everyone  will  be  busy.  As  of  now,  we  have  nothing 
for  Friday;  a  breakfast,  dinner  and  two  suppers  for  Saturday;  and  a 
barbecue  lunch  for  Sunday. 

The  "Messenger"  is  going  to  do  a  feature  edition  on  our  town  foi 
us. 

We  have  adopted  the  National  Bicentennial  theme  of  "Heritage 
Festivals   and   Horizons."   A  bronze  plaque   is  being   made  to  honor 
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Sylvanus  Thayer,  Father  of  West  Point,  who  lived  in  the  Faxon  House. 

A  $1,000  grant  has  been  received  from  the  NHARBC.  To  qualify 
for  this,  our  project  had  to  be  of  a  lasting  nature,  improve  the  quality  of 
life  and  be  beneficial  to  the  population.  Our  project  is  the  reprinting  of 
the  town  history  from  1768-1886. 

Mary  Yusko  is  working  on  a  map  of  the  houses  in  town  and  who 
owned  them  in  1976. 

Wenonah  Babb  has  made  and  donated  an  afghan  featuring  the 
town  buildings.  This  will  be  raffled  off. 

On  May  17,  1975,  two  of  our  local  boys,  Gary  Crane  and  Larry 
Gaskell,  participated  in  the  Patriots'  Day  celebration  in  Manchester 
honoring  men  who  fought  in  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  Washington  had 
seven  of  these  men  and  Gary  is  a  direct  descendent  of  one. 

On  Memorial  Day  a  brief  program  was  held  at  the  town  hall  when 
we  accepted  a  gift  of  an  American  Revolution  Flag.  This  flag  was 
designed  and  presented  by  Mr.  Henry  Fredette. 

On  August  2,  1975,  an  open  meeting  was  held  in  the  town  hall  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  local  and  summer  people  up  to  date  on  our 
work.  This  meeting  was  very  poorly  attended. 

On  September  13,  1975,  a  program  was  held  at  which  we  received 
our  flag  and  certificate  of  recognition  as  a  National  Bicentennial 
Community.  The  certificate  is  now  framed  and  on  display  in  the  town 
hall. 

On  February  21,  1976,  to  start  our  year-long  celebration,  a  hayride, 
wiener-roast,  and  bonfire  was  held.

TOWN  TAX  MAP  1975 

Work  on  the  preparation  of  a  town  tax  map  required  by  law  to  be 
completed  by  Jan.  1,  1980  continued  during  the  year.  Plans  and 
descriptions  of  some  70  parcels  containing  about  4,300  acres  were 
obtained.  Since  the  land  area  of  the  Town  is  29,440  acres,  this  is  about 
14  percent  progress,  for  an  estimated  total  to  date  of  about  66  percent. 
These  plans  still  have  to  be  reduced  to  a  uniform  scale  of  400  feet  to 
the  inch  before  they  can  be  plotted  on  the  Mylar  sheets.  Costs  for  the 
year  were:  John  C.  Calhoun  Jr.,  plans  of  three  parcels  $7.50;  Dwight  E. 
Jennings,  plans  of  two  parcels  $6.00;  supplies  $17.05;  P.  Rolfe  113 
hours  at  $3.50,  $472.37;  Social  Security  $23.13;  P.  Rolfe  travel  377 
miles,  $45.24;  total  $571.29.  The  total  cost  since  starting  in  March  1973 
is  $2,541.64  and  66  percent  of  the  acreage  has  been  covered.  The  map 
is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the  four  years  remaining  to  the 
1980  statutorv  deadline.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Human  services  in  the  overall  spectrum  of  health,  education  and 
welfare  have  been  subjected  to  constant  public  encounters  as  well  as 
the  extraordinary  inflation  of  consumer  goods  and  services.  The  life 
sustaining  aspects  of  education  providing  academic  skills  and  vocational 
competence  are  generally  well  accepted.  Public  education  is  constantly 
changing  in  scope  beyond  the  basic  skills  in  reading,  writing  and 
computation  as  conservation  education,  ecology,  career  education,  and 
overall  health  and  nutrition  education  have  made  significant  impact. 
The  constant  demands  of  keeping  up  to  date  in  preparing  our  children 
for  national  and  international  economic,  political  and  social  elements 
have  broadened  and  intensified  educational  concepts. 

Federal  and  state  legislation  have  presented  us  with  programs 
beyond  any  criteria  previously  anticipated.  The  mandated  special 
services  for  the  handicapped  has  significant  impact  on  financial 
resources  but  provides  a  necessary  component.  Educational  pressures 
have  been  increasing  through  the  years  for  more  and  more 
individualization  of  instruction  on  the  one  hand  and  concurrently  we 
live  in  a  world  society  with  more  and  more  reliance  on  interdependency 
of  nations  and  people.  Every  child  should  be  given  the  availability  of 
services  to  ensure  his  legal  right  to  obtain  a  competent  education.  To 
deal  effectively  with  people  and  resources  requires  breadth  of  academic 
programming  and  training. 

The  weight  of  taxpayer  concerns  are  genuine  in  seeking  ac- 
countability of  operation  and  fiscal  control.  However,  budgetary  limi- 
tations should  be  in  the  form  of  realistic  constraint  considering 
necessary  services  for  all  children  not  arbitrary  axing  wherein  the 
resultant  impact  cripples  services,  programs  and  plant  maintenance. 
Education,  too,  has  been  victimized  by  inflation  of  goods  and  services. 
Although  we  are  a  service  agency  we  cannot  provide  adequate  instruc- 
tional growth  without  the  materials  and  tools  for  instruction. 

Our  communities  are  projected  for  steady  growth  over  the  next 
several  years.  We  are  in  a  receiving  residential  area  as  the 
metropolitan  and  suburban  populations  shift  millions  of  people  to  the 
rural  areas  on  the  fringe  of  the  industrial  belt.  There  has  been  pupil 
population  growth  in  some  of  our  communities  and  with  it  has  come  a 
critical  need  for  expanded  facilities. 

We  thank  you  sincerely  for  your  interest  and  concern  in  providing 
the  best  possible  education  for  our  children.  We  seek  your  support  in 
providing  an  adequate  budget  as  well  as  extending  yourselves  in 
support  of  fine  education.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDING  SITE  COMMITTEE

At  the  School  District  Meeting  of  March  1,  1975,  a  motion  was 
made  for  a  committee  to: 

A.  Locate  a  suitable  tract  of  land  and  obtain  option  on  same. 

B.  Look  into  the  availability  of  state  and/or  federal  funds  for  a 
building  program. 

C.  Acquire  any  and  all  guidance  assistance  available  for  building 
construction. 

D.  Present  the  estimated  costs,  plans  and  recommendations  to  the 
next  Annual  School  Meeting. 

This  report  will  attempt  to  deal  with  these  areas  one  at  a  time. 

A.  Locate  a  suitable  tract  of  land  and  obtain  an  option  on  same. 
Considerations  of  this  committee  were: 

1.  State  requirements:  The  state  has  a  minimum  elementary  school 
building  site  requirement  of  five  acres.  This  is  both  a  requirement  for 
state  aid  and,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  a  reasonable  sized  piece 
of  land  for  a  school. 

2.  Finances:  The  committee  was  authorized  to  spend  up  to 
$1,000.00  for  its  activities.  Any  land  option  proposed  would  have  to  be 
within  the  budget.  The  cost  of  option,  legal  fees,  test  holes,  all  had  to 
be  accomplished  within  the  $1,000.00  ceiling. 

3.  Our  Priorities:  After  much  discussion  the  committee  decided 
that  its  priorities  in  looking  for  a  site  would  be: 

A  tract  of  nearly  level  land 

A  tract  that  should  support  a  reasonable  septic  system 
A  tract  with  more  of  a  square  than  long,  thin  shape 
A  tract  near  the  center  of  Washington  Village 
A  tract  at  a  price  within  reason 

The  committee  has  secured  options  on  land  owned  by  John  and 
Richard  Tweedy  which  we  feel  will  make  an  excellent  site.  Expenses 
incurred  by  the  committee  in  conjunction  with  this  site  are: 

legal  fees  for  preparation  of  document  $100.00 

test  holes  for  percolation  and  soil  type  8.00 

surveying  and  mapping  241.50 

cost  of  option  105.00 

The  option   runs  until  the  close  of  the  March  1975  School  Meeting. 

The  option  fees  of  $105  are  applied  toward  the  total  purchase  price 
of  $9,025.  If  the  option  is  not  taken,  the  money  is  forfeited. 
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It  is  the  recommendation  of  this  committee  that  the  voters  pick  up 
the  option  to  purchase  the  land  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

B.  Look  into  the  availability  of  state  and/ or  federal  funds  for  a  building 
program. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  a  building  aid  incentive  program. 
The  program  offers  30%  reimbursement  to  school  districts  building 
schools  designed  to  meet  state  standards.  The  reimbursement  is  issued 
in  10  annual  payments.  Washington  would  be  eligible  for  aid 
amounting  to  30%  of  the  total  expenses  of  building  a  school. 
Although  we  can  not  apply  for  this  aid  at  this  time,  the  expense  of  this 
option  and  purchase  are  part  of  the  expenses  for  which  we  can  be 
reimbursed  when  (and  if)  a  school  is  built.  In  recent  years  this  state 
program  has  been  fully  funded. 

There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  such  reliable  source  of  federal 
funding  for  public  schools. 

C.  We  were  directed  to  acquire  any  and  all  assistance  available  for 
building  construction.  To  this  end  we  have  found  four  sources  for 
practical  advice  in  school  building  problems:  corporations  in  the  school 
building  business;  architects;  teachers,  employees  and  students  in  re- 
cently built  schools,  and  the  State  Dept.  of  Education.  We  found  each 
of  these  groups  to  be  sources  of  valuable  information.  We  hope  that  we 
have  tapped  resources  which  will  be  extensively  used  when  Washington 
is  ready  to  build  a  school. 

D.  We  were  directed  to  present  the  estimated  costs,  plans  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  next  Annual  School  Meeting. 

First  and  foremost  we  do  not  recommend  any  school  building 
program  now.  Our  "temporary"  classroom  in  the  Town  Hall  has  taken 
care  of  the  one-year  school  population  bulge  spoken  of  at  last  year's 
Annual  Meeting.  With  an  anticipated  population  of  45  in  Grades  1 
through  8  next  year  the  three  present  classrooms  seem  to  meet  the 
foreseeable  needs  of  the  Washington  School  for  classroom  space.  This 
committee  and  the  School  Board  are  very  pleased  with  the  way  the  third 
classroom  has  worked  out.  It  will  be  a  decision  of  the  townspeople  as  to 
when  they  leave  this  situation  for  a  new  school.  In  fact,  the  School 
Board  will  be  asking  the  Selectmen  for  permission  to  use  the  Town  Hall 
for  a  School  Hot  Lunch  Program. 

Although  a  new  school  will  not  be  recommended  now,  people 
should  have  some  idea  of  what  price  range  a  new  school  might  be  in 
when  needed.  This  Committee  has  pursued  three  courses  of  action  to 
find  out  more  about  school  building  costs.  First,  we  made  a  trip  to 
three  different  schools  of  the  general  type  and  size  that  Washington 
might  one  day  build.  Second,  we  contacted  three  different  firms  in  the 
school  building  business.  Third,  we  contacted  the  State  Dept.  of 
Education  Division  of  Administration. 

The  information  gathered  from  these  groups  will  be  available  to  a 
later  School  Board  or  School  Building  Committee. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  the  following  information  will  help 
the  reader  to  sight  in  on  the  price  range  of  a  new  Washington  School. 

If  Washington  were  to  build  a  school  it  might  well  be  a  four-class- 
room   building    plus    library,    toilets,    office,    kitchen,    storage    and    a 
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cafeteria- gymnasium. 

The  closest  example  of  this  type  of  building  seems  to  be  the 
Marlow  School.  Built  in  1973  to  New  Hampshire  state  standards, 
Marlow  is  a  fair  example  of  school  building  costs  today.  The  8,300  sq. 
ft.  four-classroom  building  cost  $180,000.00  in  1973.  We  have  enclosed 
the  tally  sheet  of  the  State  Dept.  of  Education  so  that  this  can  be 
compared  with  others.  In  our  checking  with  the  State  Dept.  we  have 
been  advised  to  use  $30  to  $35  per  square  foot  in  any  projections  of 
school  building  cost.  This  puts  an  8,300  sq.  ft.  building  between 
$249,000  and  $290,500.
